mized by the present Minister of Jus 


tice. He was asked who was to b 


chief justice and replied : “ The pres 
ent Senior Judge, Judge Richardson.” 
Ona that occasion the Solicitor General 
expressed the intention of the theo 
Minister of Justice, Hon. David Mill«, 
not his own, and there is nothing in thy 
expressivn to indicate that the proposed 
promotion of Judge Richardsoa wa- 
because of his seniority. As a matter 
of fact Judge Richarisen was on 
made chief justige, but Judge Ma- 
guire was; exactly bearing out the 
contention of the Bulletin that there 
was no system of judicial promotion by 
geniority. And by the way, if prom 
tior by seniority is 4 sacred principle 
how was it that no protest was enter. 
ed by the West and the rest vo! 
the chorus who now pin thei 
faith to that principle, when Justice 
Maguire, the youngest and fourth in 
appointment of the North West 
judges was made Chief Justice. There 
was not a whisper from any of tl em. 
They recognized then that promotion 


by seniority, but now it is a sacred 
principle, whose violation endangers 
the British Constitution and is a mark 
of the lowest depth of corruption yet 
reached in Canadian politics. Judge 
Richardson must feel infinitely obliged 
to these vociferous champions who 
having aliowed him — according to 
their present contention—to be slight- 
ed much more grievously by the pro- 
motion over his head of Julye 
Maguire, now use his age and 
eervices as @ vantage ground from 
which to throw mud, on the simple 
principle that if plenty is thrown some 
of it must stick. 

There is no system of judicia] pro- 
motion by seniority for the very govd 
weason that the remuneration of 
judges is not usually equal to their 
earnings from their practice. It is 
therefore practically impossiblo 
fawyer of superior standing to accept 
@ position as an inferior judge. 

The lower judicial positions go to 
men who are not of the highest stant 
ng in the profession. It would there- 
fore be manifesily improper to pro- 
mote the ma 
lower judicial positions to the 
higher, to the exclusion of mea 
of higher capabilites who 
femained in the practice of their 
profession, and by reason of having
